Worms That .Feed ou Ice. 


The ice fiend has been known to sci- 
entific societies and Arctic explorers ^or 
a great many years—for half a century, 
at least. 
It is believed that a Red Star 
steamer, one that came in contact with 
an 
iceberg 
in 
mid-ocean 
in 
1870, 
brought the first of tho species to tho 
Atlantic coast, they first .making 
their 
appi^arance immediately after that epi- 
sode. 


Dr. Heckelmeyer classified the insect 
and named it nematoxis eocena. 
Pro- 
fessor Pintori, of the iSmithsonian, spent 
much time studying nematoxis, which he 
says is the caterf>illar of vespa eocena, the 
ice wasp. 
The worm may be handled 
with impunity, but the wasp, or, more 
correctly speaking, the larvai, just at the 
time of transition, is said to be quite 
dangerous, the bite of the creature being 
quite poisonous. 


When actively engaged in the destruc- 
tion of an ice crop, the worm "when at 
its best and capable of doing the most 
mischief, is about six inches in length, 
almost transparent, looking more like a 
glass tube than a living, breathing ani-^ 
mal. 
Nehiatoxis is doing a great deal of 
damage to tho ice crop of Nova Scotia, 
Newfoundland and New Brunswick this 


OLD-FASmONED BKKAD. 


In one pint and a half of luke warm 
water put a cake of compressed yeast 
and a teaspoonful of salt, stir until tho 
yciist cake is dissolved, then stir in, by 
degrees, as much sifted fiour as 
will 
make a batter as stiS as will drop from 
the spoon; cover, and put in a warm 
place to rise. This is the sponge. 
When 
light, which will be when all covered 
with bubbles, and beginning to wrinkle 
in the middle, add to it one pint of sweet 
milk, a piece of good butter the size of 
^^ egg, one tablespoonful of granulated 
sugar, and one-half of an even teaspoon- 
ful of bicarbonate of soda which has been 
previously dissolved in a little cold water, 
and allow to settle. 
The milk should ba 
warm enough to thoroughly soften tho 
butter. 
Add sifted Hour, by degrees, 
until the mass is stiil enough to put upon 
the paste-board to knead; 
have the 
board well floured, and knead the bread 
thoroughly until it ceases to stick to tho 
hands, which will tako about twenty 
minutes. 
After the bread is on 
tho 
board, add flour, very carefully, to pre- 
vent it from becoming stiff. 
It should 
feel soft and light, and rise round tho 
hands very much as a feather pillow 
does when kneaded. 
Put it in the bowl 
which contains the sponge, cover, and 
replace it in the warm spot to rise again. 
When tho surface begins to crack, cut 
into four pieces, mold them into loaves, 
put them in buttered pans, and let them 
rise again. 
When light, bake one hour 
in a hot oven, turning every ten minutes.

gently shaken, so that only the fully ripe 
fruit is gathered. The fruit is then taken 
to the fruit house, where it is spread 
upon tables to perfect its ripeness. 
It is then subject'ed to several cook- 
ing processes before 
it 
is 
ready 


for packing. 
The first of these is to dry 


the fruit and get rid of both external 
and internal moisture. The later pro- 
cesses are intended to give the fruit that 
bright and brilliant surface which gives 
to the finest qualities the handsome ap- 
pearance that is so much desired. For 
certain purposes the prunes are dried in 
the sun, but this slow process, while it 
gives a high flavor to the fruit, enhances 
the cost too much for the ordinary trade. 
In some localities the fruit is plunged 
into boiling water, and so left until the 
cooled water boils again, when it is 
cooled and spread upon trays and ex- 
posed to the sun until it is dried. In 
other places the fully-ripe fruit is impaled 
upon twigs, which are stuck up in beds 
of straw, to be dried by the sun's heat. 
The seeds are then pushed out and the 
prunes once more exposed to the sun, 
and then packed for sale. 


In the most productive departments 


of France large ovens arc used for drying 
the fruit, which is first washed to ic- 
move sand, or dust that may have become 
attached during the gathering. It is 
then dried in the air upon trays of rough 
wickerwork and put in single layers in 
the oveng. The heat of the ovens is 
carefully regulated so as not to exceed 
li-0 degrees at first, but afterward it is 
raised to 1*0 degrees at which heat the 
juice of the prunes is gradually dried 
without bursting the skin. 
Each ex- 


posure to these heats continues for six 
hoars, after which the prunes are ex- 
posed to the air. During these airings 
the prune^ are turned, but are not touched

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Fat For Fryinsr- 


Just here let me tell thee how to pre- 


pare fat for frying that will nor have the 
disagreeable taste or smell that lard has, 
neither will it be so expensive. Have 
thy butcher reserve it for thee. say about 
ten pounds at a time, of the best beef 
fat, and cut it up into small pieces. 
When it is brought into the kitchen, pufc 
It into a large pan, and cover it over with 
cold water, letting it stand a half hour 
or so, as convenient. Then take it out, 
putting it into a broad kettle over the 
stove to gradually try out. When done 
strain it off into pan with some colil 
water in the bottom. All impurities will 
settle in the water or on the cake of fat, 
and the next day it can be melted o^er 
and poured into jars for use. For frying 
I prefer deeo fat for many things, also 
the kettles for that purpose, consisting 
of a double kettie, the lower one for the 
fat. with a side handle for allowing the 
apperone, which has holes in it, to be 
hung upon it, and so drain off all super- 
fluous fat from the articles fried. 
Have 


all pieces of fat from, steaks or roasts of 
beef saved, tried out and 
strained. 


Chicken fat as it IK taken from the chick- 
ens before they are cooked, is very nice 
for making molasses gingerbread, and, 
by some, considered nice for shortcakes 
and biscuit, ilutton fat I know of no 
use for (as it is impossible to disguise 
the taste) except for chapped hands and 
the like, but all such scraps are good for 
soap grease, and that can be easily made 
and is very useful-for cleaning rjurposes. 
Fat from sausage meat is good for frying 
potatoes, also for gingerbread. Just try 
it if thee feels disposed to doubt it.— 
Housewife.
